Flood warning system- -an analysis

The usually tame and most-time dry 
Santa Ynez River demonstrated last 
weekend that beneath that innocent fac­ 
ade lurks an untamed temper capable 
of tremendous destruction. 


The anger of the river that in pre­ 
vious rainy seasons cut a vertical blue 
slice through the colorful Valley of Flow­ 
ers has now subsided and for the most 
part its waters are again contained with­ 
in its banks. 
But the angry outbursts of the Santa 


Ynez in 1969 will be long remembered 
as th e* ‘worst disaster in the area’s 
history.” And for many valley residents 
the memories will be bitter and their 
criticisms of how and why it happened 
the way it did will be heard many times 
in years to come. 
Ernest Bondietti, a rancher on Artesia 
Ave., was completely wiped out by the 
flood. He says he was told Saturday 
about 2 p.m. ‘‘to keep an eye on the 
river,” and within the hour he and his 
wife had to flee leaving everything be­ 
hind. 
Joe Dominguez, who lives next door to 


Bondietti, has a similar tale to woe. 
William H. McDougall, manager of the 
local theaters, was at the drive-in at 11 
a.m. Saturday inspecting the premises. 
Minutes later he had to flee leaving 
projectors and other valuables which 
could have been evacuated. He places the 
loss at $75,000. He never received word 
of the nagnitude nor immediacy of the 
danger. 


Officials of the Federal Correctional 
Institution still are taking a census of 
live stock. Just how much was lost they 
don’t know for certain but they almost 


lost three men who were attempting to 
herd the stock to safety. The warden says 
he never received any notification of the 
impending flood. 
NASA officials on South Vandenberg had 
upwards of 20 vehicles damaged by the 
high flood waters. The vehicles we re sta­ 
tioned in a parking lot with their doors 
locked. With advance notice they could 
have been moved. 
Vandenberg’s estimate of its damages 
is put at $2 million to the exclusion 
of damages to equipment, roads, utili­ 
ties etc. Undoubtedly, advance prepara­ 
tions could have reduced the losses sub­ 


stantially. 
lompoc’s Mayor Robert D. MacClure 
says that he had advance notice that some 
flooding was imminent but that it was 3 
p.m. Saturday, several hours after the 
destructive forces of water unleashed 
themselves on the valley, that he be­ 
came fully cognizant of what was taking 
place. City Administrator Gene Wahlers 
relates a similar experience. 
Cachuma dam first began to spill at 
1:45 a.m. Saturday morning and by 9 
a.m there was a ten-foot head of water 
in the spillway. The waters raced toward 
Lompoc, picking up along the way mil­ 


lions of gallons being fed into the river 
from tributaries and runoff. The com­ 
bined flow began reaching the Valley 
about 11 a. m. and within three hours the 
tremendous force of the river’s fury was 
being felt. From 11 a.m. when the river 
began rising significantly until 6 p.m. 
when it crested, the Lompoc Valley was 
hit by a virtual wall of water. 


The dam began spilling at 1:45 a.m., 
why was it after noon in Lompoc when 
the diaster already was in bloom before 
officials began to react?

Mideast 
pressure 
sought 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - Secretary 
General Thant called today for big power 
pressure through the U.N. Security Coun­ 
cil to settle the Arab-Israeli conflict in 
the Middle East. 
He agreed with President Nixon’s news 
conference statement Monday that the 
next eruption in the Mideast might bring 
a nuclear confrontation. 
On the execution of nine Jews in Iraq 
on charges they spied for Israel, Thant 
said he recognized that the case was 
en tirely within Iraqi domestic jurisdic­ 
tion and that he did not plan to bring it 
before the United Nations for debate. 
‘‘But in such a delicate situation such 
action may impede our common effort 
for a just and peaceful settlement 
in 
the area,” he told his first news con­ 
ference of the year. 
Thant said if the hangings had taken 
place in a less sensitive part of the world 
he might not have issued the statement 
he did Monday, deploring mass trials 
and executions and declaring that they 
impeded a peaceful settlement in the 
Middle East. 
Thant, amending a statement made 
last fall that he did not ‘‘see light at the 
end of the tunnel” in regard to the Viet­ 
nam War, said the development of the 
Paris peace talks encouraged him. Two 
of the three points of the peace plan he 
advocated for four years have been put 
into effect he said. 
‘‘From all available accounts,” he 
said, ‘‘There is now a cessation of the 
bombing of North Vietnam and talks have 
started. The prospects for peace in Viet­ 
nam are brighter than at any time in the 
past. It will be a long and difficult pro* 
cess but I am more hopeful.” 
The third of Thant’s three points for 
peace was withdrawal of all foreign 
troops from Vietnam. 
Thant made it clear he did not favor 
an “ imposed” peace plan to be put be­ 
fore Israel and the Arabs. He said the 
countries in the area should participate 
in talks at the United Nations.

Biggest Vietnam 
Appeal made for 
battle of 1969 
SAIGON 
(UPI) — South Vietnamese 
troops, taking over most of the fighting 
in the central highlands, today reported 
killing 320 Communists in the biggest 
Vietnam battle of 1969. 
Behind U.S. air strikes and artillery 
barrages, 
South Vietnamese Rangers 
caught the guerrillas threatening the al­ 
lied highlands bastion at Pleiku and 
tore into them Sunday. 
In fighting that broke off at noon Mon­ 
day, the Rangers suffered no fatalities 
but had 51 men wounded. 
The battle coincided with the U.S. 
turnover of its 3,000 • man highlands 
garrison at Dak To to South Vietnamese 
troops. Only a handful of American of­ 
ficers remained behind to provide 11a- 
son with U.S. air strikes, artillery and 
helicopters. 
It was by far the biggest battle of the 
new year, which has been but scattered 
fighting from the demilitarized zone to 
the Mekong Delta.

The Lompoc chapter of the American 
Red Cross issued a request today for 
food, clothing,household and other items 
to families devastated by the flood. 
Persons are asked to call the Red 
Cross office at £8710 or 6-7531, leave 
their name, address, telephone number 
and the items to be donated. 
“ We don’t 
have 
adequate storage 
room,” explained Mrs. Elmer Magnu- 
son, Lompoc chapter executive. She add­ 
ed that “some of the families aren’t 
quite sure yet what they need or where 
they will go. But we will keep a list of 
volunteers’ names and the items they 
wish to donate.” 


Mrs. Magnuson suggested that any­ 
one wanting to help specific families 
contact them personally. 
Mrs. Magnuson said the Red Cross 
“ has not set up any place” to house 
flood refugees but is currently helping 
four families. One arrived at Red Cross 
headquarters at the Community Services 
House, 521 E. Ocean Ave. Saturday night 
after being flooded out. 
They were furnished shelter at a local 
motel and food and clothing. The other 
three families contacted the Red Cross 
Sunday after taking refuge with friends 
and relatives overnight. 
Red Cross office hours are from 10- 
12 a.m. and 2-5 p.m., but the office 
may be called at any time.

es experienced last weekend from flood* 
ing below the dam caused by release of 
a huge wall of water. 
Such a request will be placed before 
F. G. Macias, the bureau's branch of­ 
fice chief in Santa Barbara, to be re­ 
layed to Cachuma Project officials. 
County Flood Control director James 
Stubchaer told the board that he “ would 
like to see it done” if there was some 
chance of getting the Cachuma Project 
phased into flood control as well as water 
storage. 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell, of Santa 
Maria, brought up the subject. He felt 
“ earlier releases” of comparatively 
minor magnitude from the 205,000-acre 
foot reservoir could avert widespread 
flooding problems in Santa Ynez Valley 
and Lompoc Valley such as were exper­ 
ienced Saturday and Sunday, 
Tunnell’s contention that prior re­ 
leases of water before the reservoir 
was filled seemed justified “ from the 
practical standpoint of saving lives and 
property.” 
“ When there is further forecasts of 
rain and no question of the reservoir fill­ 
ing, it would seem to make sense to have 
some water let go, rather than have such 


a tremendous wall of water go all at once 
later,” he added. 
Tunnell added he felt “ the Bureau 
might well cooperate if it can find a way 
to do it.” 
Practical difficulties lying in the path 
of such a policy change include the var­ 
ious agencies contracting for water from 
Lake Cachuma, it was shown. 
The Cachuma Project is a water-stor- 
age project only, and does not provide 
for any flood control storage. 
The reservoir project already has a 
safe yield lower than entitlements of the 
various county water agencies in Santa 
Ynez Valley and the South Coast, de­ 
clared Public Works Director Norman 
H. Caldwell. 
Caldwell said he was inclined to agree 
with Tunnell’s views. He added that he 
felt that water “ physically could be re­ 
leased when the dam is within 30 feet of 
spilling . . . perhaps a study could be 
initiated to bring in flood control as­ 
pects.” 
Other county officials expressed some 
doubts that contracting water agencies 
would agree to having water assigned to 
them released from the reservoir prior 
to its fill-up stage.

Intermittent rains, hail and sunshine filled the skies over Lompoc Valley 
this morning as ranchers, farmers and John Q. Public mopped up after the 
worst storm in history. 
Damage estimates ran into the millions of dollars as officials began to as-> 
sess the loss in agriculture crops, the devastation to public facilities and scat­ 
tered reports of home and automobile damages. No lives were reported lost. 
Black storm clouds dropped rain and hail for about an hour over some areas 
of the Valley this morning. Weather officials forecast showers today and to­ 
morrow.

There were these details: 
—The City of Lompoc’s sewer treat­ 
ment plant on Central Avenue was still 
diverting raw sewerage into the Santa 
Ynez River. William Barrett, director of 
public works, estimated it would take 
about two weeks to restore the sewer 
plant to normal operation. Other officials 
had estimated the raging floods did $20,- 
000 damage to the facility. County health 
officials said the plant outtage posed no 
health problem, 
at least temporari­ 
ly. However, they urged ranchers to boil 
their drinking water if their wells were 
flooded during the storm. 
-Southern California Gas Co., report­ 
ed service was normal in Lompoc VaL 
ley and would be completely restored in 
the Santa Ynez Valley tonight. 
—Pacific Gas and Electric Co., re­ 
ported situations normal in power flows 
in ail areas. 
—Telephone service remained normal 
except for scattered and isolated outtages 
that were repaired almost as quickly as 
they were reported. 
—Another .28 of an inch of rain fell 
on the City’s Water Treatment Plant on 
East North Avenue in the 24 hours 
ending id 8 a.m. today. The amoung rais­ 
ed the season's total to 12.63 inches, and 
the amount since the storm began on Jan. 
18 to 6.97 inches. The season’s total 
was almost three times the amount that 
had fallen last year at this time. 
-Scattered reports indicated Lake Ca­ 
chuma was spilling over the top of the 
dam today, but the intensity of the flow

It was only the 
fourth time in more than 30 years that 
summer taxable sales surpassed the 
previous yule season. 
City and county figures are not com­ 
parable to like 1967 periods because 
the four to five per cent rate increase 
in August, 1967, altered the basis for 
the computations.

Efforts to 
reach responsible officials for some de­ 
tailed information on wtiat the Lompoc 
and Santa Ynez valleys could expert in 
the next few hours failed. 
James Stubchaer, of the county flood 
control, was reportedly in the field near 
Lake Cachuma with corps of engineers 
officials for an assessment of the situ;*« 
tion and the terrain. Efforts to reach 
Bob Pardee and a key secretary con- 
nected with flood control also failed. 
So did efforts to reach Andy Johnson 
of the Bureau of Reclamation’s staff at 
Lake Cachuma. Johnson’s wife report­ 
ed her husband was vn the field and had 
neither a radio nor a mobile telephone. 
-County agricultural experts in Lom­ 
poc Valley told the Record yesterday, 
they were unable to come up with any 
estimates of the crop damage at this 
time. Scattered reports and some unof­ 
ficial estimates placed the loss into the 
millions covering crops that had already 
been planted and fields that had been 
prepared for planting. Officials at Fe<i- 
eral Correctional Institution were still 
assessing losses of cattle and pigs that 
were missing since the storm began. 
-One rancher reported the floods had 
ripped up vast acreages and it would be 
expensive to level before any more 
planting could be carried out. 
-A Record staff member report *d 15 
cars wrecked on the road between Surf 
Bridge and the gate into South Vanden­ 
berg this morning. The floods ripped out 
the bridge and washed away a hundred 
yard section of the road on the bridge 
and leading to it from the south. 
-Ranchers in the San Julian and Santa 
Rosa areas south of Lompoc reported 
heavy devastation of crops and fields. 
—The bridge into the FCI from Flor- 
adale Avenue was knocked out complete­ 
ly and will have to be rebuilt. Traffic 
into the facility must use the entrance 
on Pine Canyon south of LompooCas- 
malia Road. 
-Central Avenue in the city was clos­ 
ed west of V Street today. Highway 
246 was open in all directions. Ocean 
Avenue was clear westerly to Pt. Ar- 
guello. Highway 1 was reported closed 
between Lompoc and Highway 101. 
-Gov. Ronald Reagan and his disaster 
council were to fly over disaster areas 
in Southern California sometime today 
and were due in the air over Lompoc and 
Santa Ynez valleys for a reconnaisance 
of the damage. The governor has sched- 
uled a meeting at 2 p.m. today with the 
Board of Supervisors. 
—Meanwhile a communication from the 
county indicates the state legislature has 
the power to authorize local taxing agen­ 
cies to provide for the assessment or 
reassement of taxed property where ai- 
ter the lien date for a given tax year, 
the property is damaged or destroyed 
by a major misfortune or calamity.

Company of Red troops 
trapped by Americans

SAIGON (UPI)-About 1,500 
American 
infantrymen 
sur­ 
rounded an estimated Commu­ 
nist company on the outskirts of 
Saigon military spokesmen said 
today. 
They 
battered 
the 
trapped force with helicopter 
gunships, 
fighter - bomber 
strikes and artillery. 
The Communist unit, about 
100 
men, 
took 
refuge 
in 
“spider” holes and possibly 
tunnels in the rice paddy region 
10 miles southwest of Saigon. 
Ten of the Communists had 
been killed as the fighting 
continued today. U.S. casualties 
were described as light. 
In Saigon, the commander of 
South Vietnamese troops for the 
capital area, Lt. Gen. Do Cao 
Tri, said he expected large- 
scale 
Communist 
attacks 
“sometime between now and 
Tet (the Asian lunar new year 
holiday starting Feb. 17).” Last 
year at Tet the Communists 
hurled their big offensive at 
•South Vietnam’s cities. 
Tri said there already were 
40,000 Communist troops in the 
region. But he said he felt the 
capital itself might be spared 
the main thrust of the attack. 
“ It might be better for their 
commanders to attack those 
positions around Saigon and 
closer to the border,” Tri said. 
He 
did 
not 
elaborate 
but 
indicated he meant provincial 
capitals like Tay Ninh City near 
the 
Cambodian 
border and 
military outposts between Sai­ 
gon and the frontier. 
The three-star general said 
interrogation of one group of 
Viet Cong prisoners disclosed 
that at least two regiments of 
Communist troops would begin 
moving toward the capital on 
Feb. 5 to be in position to 
attack by the 17th. 
He cautioned, however, that 
the intelligence has not yet been 
confirmed from other sources. 
The 
fighting near Saigon 
started 
Monday 
when 
the 
Communist force opened fire 
on 
one 
company 
of U.S. 
infantrymen who had been lifted 
by helicopter into the area. 
Eight other companies of the 
9th Infantry Division and the 
199th Light Infantry Brigade 
Joined the fighting during the 
night. 
In South Vietnam’s Central 
Highlands, South 
Vietnamese 
troops reported 
killing 320 
Communists in a two-day battle 
near Pleiku Spokesmen said 200 
of the Communists were killed 
by air strikes supporting the 
government rangers. The South 
Vietnamese reported no fatali­ 
ties of their own but listed 51 
wounded. 
In the Demilitarized Zone 
(DMZ) that divides North and 
South Vietnam, U.S. spokesmen 
reported two ‘significant’ in­ 
cidents involving the presence 
of Communist troops in the 
buffer area. 
In the first, an American 
observation pilot saw a group of 
15 armed Communists in the 
southern edge of the DMZ and 
directed artillery onto their 


position Spokesmen said nine of 
the Communists were killed. 
Later Monday, a U.S. Marine 
defensive position 500 yards 
south of the DMZ was hit by 
about 25 rounds of Communist 
mortar fire. Seven Marines 
were wounded in the barrage. 
American 
counter 
fire 
“ silenced” the Red mortars but 
Communist 
losses were un­ 
known. 
Allied spokesmen said Com­ 
munist 
activity 
has 
been 
detected in the DMZ 1,392 times 
since the bombing halt and that 
Allied air strikes and artillery 
have 
reacted 
against 
the 
activity 824 times.

“ But you take my assurance 
that we are married in the eyes 
of God if not in the eyes of the 
law,” Deans said. “ We are still 
awaiting the arrival of divorce 
papers from New York.” 
Miss Garland had earlier 
delayed 
a scheduled public 
wedding because her divorce 
papers had not arrived.

EUGENE, Ore. (UPI) - Or­ 
egon’s second largest city pre­ 
pared for more snow early to­ 
day as it has faced the worst 
storm in its recorded history 
and found itself isolated a good 
part of the time.

The University of Oregon for 
the second straight day cancel­ 
led classes, making it the sec­ 
ond day weather had ever clos­ 
ed down the Eugene school.

State University, 40 
miles to the northwest at Cor­ 
vallis classes were resumed to­ 
day after a one-day closure— 
the first in 50 years caused by 
weather. 
One theater at Eugene found 
pranksters giving a hint to the 
weatherman.

Military "superiority1 
terminology is changed 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)- 
President Nixon has backed 
away from the phrase “ military 
superiority” 
which he used 
during the campaign and is 
speaking instead of “ sufficien­ 
cy.” 
The change is probably one 
more 
of 
words 
than 
of 
substance. 
In his first news conference 
as President, Nixon said Mon­ 
day: 
“ Let me put it this way: 
when we talk about parity, I 
think we should recognize that 
wars occur, usually, when each 
side believes it has a chance to 
win. Therefore, parity does not 
necessarily assure that a war 
may not occur. 
“ By the same token, when we 
talk about superiority, that may 
have a detrimental effect on the 
other side in putting it in an 
inferior position and, therefore, 
giving great impetus to its own 
arms race. 
“ Our objective in this admi­ 
nistration . . . and that will be 
the 
subject 
of 
a 
major 
discussion 
in 
the 
National 
Security Council 
within the 
month—our objective is to be 
sure that the United States has 
sufficient 
military power to 
defend our interests and to 
maintain 
t h e commitments 
which this administration deter­ 
mines are in the interest of the 
United States around the world. 
“ I think,” Nixon concluded, 
“ ‘sufficiency’ is abetter term, 


actually, than either‘superiori­ 
ty’ or ‘parity.’ ” 
On Oct. 24, in a campaign 
radio broadcast, Nixon said: “ I 
intend to restore our objective 
of clearcut military superiority 
—meaning by this the aggregate 
that constitutes real superiority 
rather than competition weapon 
by weapon.” 
Nixon's October campaign 
broadcast said: “ It was con­ 
cluded that by marking time in 
our own defense program, we 
could induce the Communists to 
follow our example, slacken 
their own effort, and then we 
could have peace in our time. 
Such 
were the dreams that 
crimped our national defense 
program. Out of it all evolved a 
peculiar, 
unprecedented doc­ 
trine called‘parity’. This meant 
America would no longer try to 
be first. We would only stay 
even.” 
The “ superiority” means me­ 
gatons to some, to others it 
means missile launchers. 
Nixon’s word “ sufficiency” 
more accurately describes how 
weapons are planned. But by 
itself it tells little about what 
Nixon’s weapons policy will be. 
How much is “ sufficient?” 


Striking 
teachers 
lose pay 


SAN 
FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Striking teachers at San Fran­ 
cisco State College today faced 
pay docks for unauthorized ab- 
sences for class during three 
weeks of picketing to back de­ 
mands for better salaries and 
working conditions. 
The State Controller's Office 
in Sacramento said Monday it 
received a preliminary list of 
277 striking teachers from ad­ 
ministrators at the strife-torn 
college. 
Deputy State Controller Ralph 
I. McCarthy said the paychecks 
of those teachers named on the 
list were withdrawn from files 
pending final certification. 
The office handles the mas­ 
sive payroll for all state em­ 
ployes. The present teachers’ 
payroll is the first since the 
American Federation of Teach­ 
ers went on strike at San Fran­ 
cisco State on Jan. 6. 
McCarthy said the prelimi­ 
nary list did not identify the 
reasons for unauthorized ab­ 
sence or the amount of docked 
pay. He said the college ack 
ministrators must make final 
identification of the teachers by 
Thursday and file a certifies* 
tion with his office. 
He said a similar list was ex­ 
pected from San Jose State, 
where AFT members called a 
sympathy strike to back fellow 
union members in San Fran- 
cisco. 
Under the law, professors are 
not paid for days of work miss* 
ed because of unexcused ab­ 
sence. Five consecutive unau- 
thorized absences constitute aiv 
tomatic dismissal, but profes­ 
sors can be rehied at the op. 
tion of a college president. 
McCarthy said he received no 
notice of San Francisco teach­ 
ers fired under the five-day 
rule, but added they may be 
named when the final list is 
filed. Twenty-eight teachers at 
San Jose State have already 
been notified of their “ auto- 
matic resignations.” 
Meanwhile, representatives of 
the State College trustees and 
striking teachers met behind 
closed doors in downtown San 
Francisco to “ confer” with 
labor 
leaders.

pledged themselves to secrecy.

A hardhitting city planner, 
last night, branded the county’s 
agriculture 
preserve 
pro­ 
gram “spot zoning,” and 
a 
“frankenstein monster,” that 
poses a threat to the county’s 
tax base. 
The blast came during a reg­ 
ular 
Planning 
Commission 
meeting that included a discus­ 
sion of the preserve program 
and a briefing by two county of­ 
ficials. 
Sol Lefkowitz, 
sitting as 
the chairman in the absence of 
chairman William Fick, chal­ 
lenged the program as “apply­ 
ing the right principle in the 
wrong place.” 
“We’re creating a franken­ 
stein monster. We’re dealing 
with hundreds of millions of 
dollars.” 
His remarks came in re­ 
sponse to a briefing on the ag­ 
riculture preserve program by 
Herbert Divelbiss, assistant 
county planning director; and 
William Cook, chief appraiser 
of the county assessor’s office. 
Divelbiss told the city offi­ 
cials that about 500,000 acres 
of the county’s estimated 700,- 
000 acres of non-urban lands 
could qualify for agriculture 
status, but that only about 300,- 
000 acres of the amount were 
expected to eventually come in. 
About 150,000 to 200,000 ac­ 
res are either in preserve sta­ 
tus now or in the process of 
coming in Divelbiss said. If 
these estimates bear out, the 
program would cut about $30 
million from the county’s tax 
base of $635 million — or about 
a five per cent loss over a per­ 
iod of five years, according to 
Cook. 
Both 
Divelbiss and Cook 
agreed that the present agricul­ 
ture preserve program was a 
result of a gradual evolution 
of the Land Conservation act of 
1965, which was approved by the 
voters. 
But the two county officials 
also emphasized that the result 
was “better than nothing.”

MIDDLESEX, N.C. (UPI)- 
Jim Stone had a homecoming 
for his new baby daughter 
Monday. But it took the 63-year- 
old lumber man a moment to 
remember her name.

first come, ” said Stone, father 
of 27 children. 
The baby, Wendy Gay, joined

He said his land on Highway 
246 wasn’t in the ag program 
because “I don’t think 
this 
is the answer.” 
Later he had a state bulletin 
read into the record, noting 
that farms are getting fewer and 
larger. Campbell said farmers 
had been subsidizing the cities 
for a long time — “The farmer 
even with improved technology 
can’t pay any more taxes.” 
Lefkowitz had noted: “ I’m 
in favor of helping the farmers, 
but this isn’t the right ap­ 
proach.” 
“There definitely is a prob­ 
lem and it should be resolved,” 
he said. 
He agreed that the commis­ 
sion should take advantage of 
an offer for a fullscale brief­ 
ing by a full panel of key coun­ 
ty officials in the near future. 
The whole discussion hinged 
on the commission’s concern 
two weeks ago with the crea­ 
tion of an agriculture preserve 
near the city’s eastern boun­ 
dary.

The supervisors were told 
that information was released to 
various news media last week 
several days before the dam 
gates were opened at 1:45 a.m. 
on Saturday. This information 
from Stubchaer’s office was in 
the nature of a reminder that the 
Cachuma Project does not pro 
vide for any flood control stor­ 
age and that water would be re­ 
leased from it at the same rate 
it flows into the lake when the 
reservoir reached full capacity. 
Stubchaer’s statement includ­ 
ed a statement of Bureau of Rec­ 
lamation policy regarding such 
outflows and reminded the su­ 
pervisors and news media that 
a reptition of previous flooding 
could result. 
Stubchaer thought that the 
Bureau 
in 
considering 
any 
change in runoff procedures 
would have to consider “ many 
risks and operating problems.” 
He said there was always a dif­ 
ficulty 
in 
getting 
accurate 
weather forecasts. There was 
the problem, he showed, of the 
Bureau releasing water “ and 
then winding up with a reser­ 
voir not full to capacity . . . 
and then experiencing 
criti­ 
cism.” 
Stubchaer 
said 
the under­ 
standing was that the Cachuma 
officials would make the an­ 
nouncement on opening of the 
gates. He said his department 
telephoned the Lompoc Police 
Department “ many hours be­ 
fore the flood hit” in giving war­ 
ning. Many communications dif­ 
ficulties at the time were ex­ 
perienced, the board learned. 
“ There is an extremely bad 
situation now,' admitted Stub­ 
chaer, who appeared bone-tired 
and highly distraught. “ People 
are going to blame the County 
Flood Control Department for 


the 
flooding. People want to 
blame somebody and they will 
take it out on our people in the 
field. It puts them under great 
stress.”

Why was there such a break­ 
down in communications':'These 
answers are being sought today 
in the city and in the county 
and the search for answers will 
concentrate on when informa­ 
tion was received, what Infor­ 
mation was received and by 
whom was the information re­ 
ceived. 
There were numerous early 
warnings that Cachuma was go­ 
ing to spill and that the Valley 
could be in for some flooding. 
All three local radio stations 
carried reports on Friday, a 
full day before the flooding. All 
three stations say they received 
similar reports from the Bur­ 
eau of Reclamation. The re­ 
ports stated that more rain 
would mean flooding and that if 
people had property in or near 
the riverbed to get it out The 
reports obviously served notice 
to the public to take precau­ 
tionary measures. 
The Lompoc Police Depart­ 
ment received its first call at 
3:27 a.m 
Saturday. It stated 
that Cachuma was spilling and 
there was an inflow of 20,000 
cubic feet per second “ Major 
water from the dam should be 
expected in Lompoc about 8 
a.m.” the report said. A second 
call came to the police depart­ 
ment at 7:08 a.m It stated that 
Gibralter Dam was overflowing 
at maximum spill, and there 
was 
“ heavy flow of water in 
Santa Ynez due to major spill 
from 
Cachuma.” 
Probable 
flooding in the lompoc Val­ 
ley,” was noted. 


The police department desk 
sergeant notified Public Works 
Director 
William S. Barrett 
within minutes after receiving 
the calls. He had been instruct­ 
ed to do this by City Adminis­ 
trator Gene Wahlers. 
Barrett 
in turn telephoned 
James 
Brightwell, sanitation 
superintendent in charge of the 
sewerage treatment plant. Bar­ 
rett says his responsibilities 
do not include any additional 
notifications. 
The Ixjmpoc Sheriff’s Station 
received its first notice at 6:30 
a.m. Saturday. The notice told 
the local department to notify 
people In the low Valley sec­ 
tions to prepare for evacuation 
since possible flooding was ex­ 
pected.

Then in the afternoon 
I looked and saw the crest and 
realized what was happening I 
was contacted about 2 p.m and 
asked to come to City Hall where 
a command post was being set 
up.” 
Tonelli says that the Civil 
Defense communications center 
located behind the fire station 
was activated at 9 a.m. by the 
chief communications operator. 
Tonelli says the center was 
closed down in the early after­ 
noon because it no longer was 
needed.

many hours before the flooding 
conditions hit.” This was the 
call received at the local po­ 
lice department at 3:27 a.m. 
Saturday. 
Barrett also confirmed that 
he had been in touch with the 
Flood Control District once on 
F riday and at least four times 
on Saturday. He said their in­ 
formation about the waters ar­ 
riving in the area and time of 
crest was quite accurate. 
In assessing and evaluating 
what took place It becomes im­ 
mediately obvious that there 
were many advance notices is­ 
sued regarding the possibility 
of flooding. The major problem 
focuses on the wording and 
terminology used to relay the 
information to people in respon­ 
sible positions. 
If there is one area of agree­ 
ment among all local officials 
who participated in the decision 
making strategy it Is that the 
information put out by Cachuma 
and other flood control district 
officials failed miserably in do­ 
ing what it should have done: 
-Alert people as to the mag­ 
nitude of the danger and what to 
expect. 
-Furnish people and all nec­ 
essary officials with all pos­ 
sible accurate advance warning 
as to when the disaster was ex­ 
pected to strike. 
—Provide people with infor­ 
mation on what to do and where 
to go. 
Listen to these samplings 
from 
responsible 
officials 
whose jobs deal directly with 
making decisions to protect j>eo- 
ple and property: 
Mayor MacClure: Based on 
the reports received, it was 
“ appearing in my mind that we 
would have some flooding but no 
disaster. Certainly not alarm­ 
ed.” 
Asst Police Chief Jim Smith: 
“ We had no idea of what the 
magnitude was. We contacted a 
Mr. Lansford at the dam F ri­ 
day afternoon and requestedthat 
we be notified of any imminent 
danger to this area. This was 
probably why we received the 
3:27 a.m. call but to us we had 
no understanding of what 20,000 
cubic feet per second flow meant 
to the valley.” 
Public Works Director Bar­ 
rett: “ The first I realized of 
the magnitude of the flood was 
when the water started coming 
up in the sewer plant. I had 
been told that the big flood of 
1938 didn’t cover the land where 
the sewer plant Is located so I 
didn’t expect this one wouldeith- 
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er. I was expecting a good 
flow but not what we got.” 
Administrator Wählers: “ I 
had about the same reaction as 
the mayor. I was not expect­ 
ing anything of the magnitude we 
received ” 
Base 
officials: 
“ We were 
made aware by commercial ra^ 
dio broadcasts 
The reports 
"did not raise in our minds 
the possibility that flooding con- 
ditions with attendant property 
damage would result from the 
water.” 
Hindsight is always easy, as 
they say, but future disasters 
can be minimized by the les­ 
sons learned from history. It 
Is In this light that the county 
and city and other agencies will 
tackle the problem of communi­ 
cations and information dissém­ 
inât ion. 
County supervisors yesterday 
began discussing the problem 
in their board meeting and to­ 
night the City Council of Lom- 
poc will meet to assess damages 
and likely to touch on the com­ 
munications problem 
Mayor MacClure already has 
voiced 
concerned 
about 
the 
warning system or lack thereof 
and has generally indicated that 
he may call for a complete 
revamping of the Civil Defense 
program in the city and call 
for the establishment of a dis­ 
aster command post In City 
Hall He also Indicated that he 
will call for new procedures 
and training to provide for a 
better response. 
In all discussions with var­ 
ious officials, there has been 
no Indication that the finger of 
blame is being pointed in any 
direction mir is there any ap­ 
parent effort to find a scape­ 
goat. Most officials agree that 
in so far as the early warn­ 
ing problem is concerned, it 
appears that what was lacking 
was not advance notice but a 
reliable prediction of what could 
be expected and when.

by Soviet investigations is that more than 
30 per cent of the total number of ju­ 
venile delinquents tried in Russian courts 
in recent years were children of the 
Soviet privileged elite.

For instance, 
trains between Moscow and the Black 
Sea resorts now have bullet-proof wiiv 
dows to protect travelers from organized 
gangs who throw stones or shoot at pas­ 
sengers.

Perhaps the most successful of these 
organizations was the “ international art 
tru st” that was operated by the student 
Igor Olkhovik. His “ business” was to sell 
fake icons and “ old” paintings to gulli­ 
ble American visitors. 
According to Olkhovik’s own testi­ 
mony, his business flourished for years. 
But he stretched his luck a bit too far 
when he decided to manufacture letters 
by “ St. Joan of Arc” and peddle them as 
originals. 
As in the West, juvenile delinquency 
is one of the most critical social prob- 
lems in Russia. But as noted by the so- 
ciological investigations, crime is also 
widespread among the well-educated and 
even among high ranking Communists. 
The “ trial of the cruel mothers in 
the kindergartens” is one of a number of 
cases of corruption among R ussia's 
elite cited by the sociologists. 
As revealed by the prosecuting coun­ 
sel of Rostow, seven women — teachers 
and high government officials — embez­ 
zled 40,000 rubles by depriving children 
in kindergartens of food rations and di­ 
luting their milk with water. 
What particularly shocked the socio­ 
logists was th> ‘surprising behavior” 
of the women at the trial. They refused 
to admit that embezzlement was a crime 
against Communist society. 
“ Yes, we did steal —so what?” said 
one woman who was aprominent member 
of a local Soviet. “ The state is rich.”

Nationwide backlash 


Coastal area, where the bulk of the pop­ 
ulation is concentrated, and there have 
been recent industrial problems in ttie 
north county, the committee report stat­ 
es. 
The biggest air pollution problem from 
industry in the north county appears to be 
on the way toward permanent solution. 
New owners of a plant near Casmalia 
which burns oil-bearing shale to obtain a 
cone rete-strengthening substance says 
they are contracting to have anti-smoke 
emission equipment installed that may 
cost $400,000 or more. The plant was 
closed for a time, after widespread pro­ 
tests from Santa Maria Valley residents, 
and now is operating on a reduced basis 
to meet current county requirements, 
one of which was installation of the equip­ 
ment now on order. 
Smog presents a real threat to other­ 
wise excellent climatic conditions, the 
committee notes. 
There is a three-pronged smog threat. 
The report cites smog as being blown in 
from the Los Angeles Basin, or produc­ 
ed from emissions from motor vehicles, 
jet aircraft, trains and other vehicles 
and machinery utilizing fuel burning for 
power. 
Also, trash burning comes in for men­ 
tion, along with fires (controlled or un­ 
controlled) and industrial operations. 
The county can do little about smog 
from Los Angeles or motor vehicle, air­ 
plane or train emissions; these sources 
are basically state and regional. 
But 
the 
committee 
felt investiga­ 
tion was in order with the trash burn­ 
ings, industrial operations, and other lo­ 
cally produced emissions. 
The committee sees the day coming 
when “ all burning of domestic, commer­ 
cial and industrial wastes will be p ro 
hibited,” as the entire county becomes 
extensively urbanized. 
Meanwhile, present controls should be 
intensified, it is felt. 
The committee points out that since the 
city of Santa Barbara prohibited back­ 
yard burning in 1966, other cities in the 
county “ are in process of enacting simi­ 
lar legislation.” The county has taken 
steps, too, prohibiting backyard burn­ 
ing in all county areas south of the Santa 
Ynez Mountains except Wednesdays and 
Saturdays, This takes in the area from 
Goleta Valley to Carpintería Valley. 
Continual evaluation of existing legis­ 
lation in this area is seen as essential 
by the committee.

It is anti-Semitism — and it is high 
tim e that the sham of this be torn away 
and, by exposure, the pleas of moderate 
Negro leaders be heeded. 
Like cholera, it contains the danger 
of spreading. 
It is the springboard for much of the 
Mohammed nonsense of draft-fighting 
muscleman 
Cassius Clay; Elijah Mo­ 
hammed, his ambitious eyes as hot as 
the Sahara; and other pseudo-Arab-pat- 
terned m olesters of the Negro welfare 
and of the public welfare, which are the 
same thing, by their poisonous fangs 
and the hiss of an adder. 


It accounts for the statement by Chi­ 
cago Negro leader Lawrence lan d ry a ta 
White House Conference on civil rights: 
“ The trouble with this meeting is that 
there are too many Jews in it.” 
The anti-Semitism is admitted by such 
as David Watts, editor of The Liberator 
newspaper in New York, who calls this

These 
are attributed to a “ guilty conscience” 
among whites and, zeroing in especial­ 
ly against the Jews, are called merely 
(and scornfully) defensive. Tlie Jewish 
people have been the largest money sup­ 
porters of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People. This 
is sneered at. 
Surely, the Negro in our country is 
much better off today than ever before. 
For example, a larger percentage of 
our Negro population now goes to col­ 
lege — and graduates — than the per­ 
centage of England's white population 
goes to college. But such advances they 
totally ignore. 


What we call “ riots” they call “ in­ 
surrections.” What we call “ looting” 
they call’ “ rebellion.” They use (and 
thus excuse) the same term — rebellion 
— for violence, murder and city burn­ 
ings. And what we call “ working toward 
better racial understanding” they call 
a standard unprintable word. 
Their purpose is not to compose 
but to annihilate; not reconcile but to 
crush; not to build but to destroy. 
Leaving Africa after visiting Castro’s 
Cuba 
and 
North 
Vietnam, listen to 
Stokely Carmichael in Bar Es Salaam: 
“ I am going back to hell — the United 
States,” which also is frequently refer­ 
red to by his ilk as “ Jewland,” 
Yet there can be no divided allegiance 
here. Any man who says he is an Ameri­ 
can but also something else isn’t an 
American at all. We have room for but 
one flag, the American flag, and for only 
one people, the American people, and 
this has been our unique glory as the 
great melting pot of the world. 
Meanwhile, there are only 20.5 mil­ 
lion Negroes in the entire United States 
out of a 202-million population ami less 
than 14 million Jews in the entire world 
of which just 5.7 million are Americans, 
an over-all national total astroundingly 
less than generally supposed. 
The introduction to the Metropolitan 
Museum’s catalogue of the “ Harlem on 
My Mind” exhibition read: “ Behind ev­ 
ery hurdle the Afro-American has yet 
to jump stands a Jew who has already 
cleared it . . . Blacks may find that 
anti-Jewish sentiments place them, for 
once, within a majority. Thus our con­ 
tempt for the Jew makes us feel more 


completely American in sharing a nation­ 
al prejudice.” 
Museum Director Thomas P. F. Mov­ 
ing defended the introduction. “ It states 
a fact,” he said. “ If the truth hurts, so 
be it.” 
Nobody is entitk'd to throw mud at the 
rainbow here. This great nation is com­ 


mitted to one tremendous fact: we ask 
peace and human understanding. All is 
far from perfect, but we’re trying, 
we’re trying, and that good try itself 
perm its no anti-this or anti-that which 
poisons the try.

There’s 
nothing 
like 
¿disastrous 
rain and flood to focus attention more 
acutely on the water supply and flood 
control problems of the Valley. Water 
supply and flood control are inextrica- 
ably linked, the one has to do, of course 
with our life support uses, the other 
with the control or lack of control of the 
waters that fall from the skies or run 
down our rivers. 
Sunday, expertsvis- 
iting Lompoc classi­ 
fied the recent storm 
as a 100-year, or at 
least an 80 - year 
storm . Whatever it 
was, 
other experts 
assessed the damage 
as the worst in the 
history of the Valley. 
It 
reminds 
me, 
though, of a saying 
we used during ttie 
war: “ If you get shot, the score is one 
to nothing.” Brought down to the local 
scene and the local period, if your ranch 
or house, or your sewer plant was wiped 
out by the storm, the score was one to 
nothing. 
The experts also noted that a 100-year 
storm could come back-to-back with the 
deluge that is even now just barely 
holding back more rain. 
There are obviously some decisions to 
be made. Proponents of Lompoc Dam 
argue that the Valley could progress on 
both the water supply and control fronts 
with the creation of the multi-purpose 
facility on the Santa Ynez River. 
Certainly something will have to be 
done to prevent the kind of damage that 
the storm did to the sewer plant on 
Central Avenue. The danger is still there 
and will remain until something is done. 
Lompoc has an average of about 12 
inches of rainfall annually, but aver­ 
ages don’t tell the story, mainly be­ 
cause the watershed areas feeding into 
the valley have proportionally more 
rainfall. 
A 52-year record of rainfall as com­ 
puted by ttie Salsipuedes Gauging Sta­ 
tion, indicates 14 years over 20 inches, 
two years over 30 inches and one year 
over 48 inches. The recorders gauged 
48.79 inches in the 1940-41 year and 
31.11 inches in the 1962-63 season. 
Comparable figures for the station and 
the city of Lompoc for the six years tie- 
ginning in 1962-63 were: Station, 31.11 
inches; city, 11.83 inches; 1963-64: Sta- 
tion, 12.33 inches; city, 9.99 inches; 1964- 
65; Station, 17,73 inches; city, 14.16 inch­ 
es; 1965-66: Station 19,49 inches; city, 
12.48 inch*«;- 1966-67;Station, 22.26inch­ 


es; city, 15.11 inches; and 1967-68: Sta­ 
tion, 
11,59 inches; city, 8.95 inches. 
Figures for previous years were not 
immediately available for the city. 
The heavy 
rain years as recorded 
at the station pretty much reflect rec­ 
ords elsewhere. Heavy rain years were: 
1917-18 -2 4 .9 3 inches; 1937-38 -2 6 .0 6 
inches; 1940-41 -48.79 inches; 1951-52- 
26.03 inches; 1957-58 — 28.33 inches; 
1962-63 - 31.11 inches. 
All except for the 1952-53 season pret­ 
ty much follows the heavy rain years in 
most other Southern California comma- 
munities, give or take a community or a 
year or two. 
For example, the 1937-38 rainfall prao- 
tically wiped out Ventura County. The 
area particularly around the Ojai Val­ 
ley accelerated its efforts after that to 
control flooding and at the same time en- 
sure an adequate water stg)ply. Despite 
the concern, however, it was 10 years or 
so before completion of Lake Casitas 
a fact that should be noted by resi­ 
dents in Lompoc Valley. 
The Ojai Valley was particularly hard 
hit in the recent storm, but think what 
the devastation would have been if such 
facilities as Mitillija Dam, Lake Casi­ 
tas and the Stewart Canyon Storm drain 
had not been initiated. 


It should be noted that the 10 deaths 
that occurred in that area, occurred 
in areas that would have been protected 
by the illfated Sespe Project. Voters dtv 
feated the project largely because of the 
cost and the opposition of conservation 
groups. 
In that connection it should also be 
noted that the Sespe Project would have 
added some protection to lands trav e rs­ 
ed by San Antonio Creek. Since the p ro 
tection is not there, the citizens of the 
City of Ojai, have to face periodic floocW 
ing in the municipality’s southern sec­ 
tions. Two years ago, the storm s and 
floods wiped out a portion of Soule Park 
Golf Course along with a few hundred 
feet of main sewer trunk line that runs 
from the city to the Oak View Sewer 
Plant. 
Fortunately, the city has the Stewart 
Canyon Storm Drain — a facility that p re­ 
vents the city from being washed into the 
San Antonio Creek on the south. 
And I have to get in one more lick. A 
few months before the disastrous floods 
of 1937-38, the county employed Maj. 
John A, Dron St, to do a flood control 
survey. In his report, he noted that a 10(^ 
year storm could come at any time and 
could wipe out the county. It came a few 
months later and nearly did just that.
